MOUNTAINEER ADMITS

MATTOON, Ill., May 20.—(4)— 
Merle Johnson, 95- year-old Arkansas 
mountaineer, today confessed to kill- 
ing Mrs. Carrie Bowers, 38, and her 
two small sens on a side road near 
Mattoon, after firing the house in 
which they lived. 

He wandered into town early this 
morning, face and hands burned from 
the fire, and surrendered to a _  po- 
liceman. 

“T killed them,” he said. “She asked 
me to. It was the most cold- blooded 
thing I have evér known.” 

Then, police said, he gave a full 
confession, which was with discrep- 
ancies. 

He said he fired the house shortly 
before midnight, and carried the two 
children, 2 and 5 years old, from the 
blazing building. put them in &A car 
with Mrs. Bowers and drove outside 
town. 

There he shot Mrs. Bowers, then 
shot, strangled and clubbed the two 
children. 

Under repeated questioning, John- 
son varied his story frequently. He 
said, and then denied, that a friend 
had conspired with him to burn the 
house where he lived: with Mrs. Bow- 
ers. He refused to amplify his state- 
ment that the woman “asked” him to 
kill her and the children, and au- 
thorities doubted it. He had no other 
motive to give for the slayings. 

It was learned that Johnson had 
come to Mattoon with Mrs. Bowers 
from Stuttgart, Ark. He was em- 
ployed by her on a rice plantation 
near there—his first “steady” job 
since he came down from the hills 
near Hornersville, Mo. 

Officers were pursuing two theories 
in the slayings. One was that John- 
son had killed the trio because he 
had heard Mrs. Bowers was planning 
to order him from her home. Another 
was that he sought possession of 
money she had brought from Arkansas 
in a box. The box is missing. 

Formal arraignment of Johnson 
will take place after the inquest 
Friday.

$750,000 IRE FOLLOWS 
BLAST AT BIRMINGHAM 


| 


| BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 20.— 
| (?)—Fire which followed the explo 
| sion of a 10,000-gallon by-product 
| still at the plant of the American Tar 
Company, three miles from Fairfield, 
a suburb, today destroyed 100,000 
gallons of tar and pitch and caused 
damage estimated at between $250,000 
and $500,000. 

Firemen from Fairfield, Bessemer 
and the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 


road Company battled for more than 
six hours before bringing the flames 
under control. The cause of the blast, 
which oecurred at 4 a. m., was not 
determined. 


The explosion sent a hall of fire 
| skyward and a spray of burning tar 
over the 20 acres covered by the plant, 
| which quickly became enveloped in 


flames. Three workmen in the con- 
centration section of the plant es- 
caped injury and a fourth was slight- 
ly burned. 

The tar and pitch was released from 
six storage tanks which exploded and 
| the burning liquid flowed into a creek 
‘running by the plant, converting the 
stream into a flaming mass a quare 
ter-mile long. The tanks, their sides 
bulging from the force of the explo- 
| Sions, were left a glowing red from 
| the intense heat. 

The firemen were successful in 
preventing spread of the flames to 
| two tanks of naphtha, said -to be high- 

y explosive. An empty tank in which 
fumes, accumutated from residue ex- 
| ploded, sending its top hurtling into 
the air and spectators who gathered 
to watch the fire to cover. 

Acrid odors given off by the burn- 
ing materials and the intense heat 
combined to prevent firemen from 
getting within close range until the 
fire finally burned itself out. 

The plant recently was acquired 
by the Koppers Company, one of the 
largest manufacturers of by-products 
in the country.: F. G. Owen, district 
manager, was absent from the city 
and J. B. Roper, superintendent, de- 
clined to make an official statement 
' regarding the loss.

The disturbances date from 1902 
when Romanetti figured in a sensa- 
tional kidnaping. He was already mar- 
ried, but fell in love with the daugh- 
ter of a mountaineer. When the father 
of the girl threatened to expose Ko- 
manetti’s designs, the bandit promptly 
murdered him and kidnaped the girl. 
He was captured and sentenced to life 
ns but escaped three years 
ater. 

He became a bandit and discovered 
Mancini had preceded him. Romanetti 
gave the older bandit 24 hours to de- 


cide whether to join hands with him 
or be exterminated. Mancini refused. 
Then began a war to the bitter end, 
one of the bloodiest feuds in the san- 
guinary annals of Corsica. 

Romanetti gathered around himself 
a band of desperadoes, who terrorized 
the villagers, robbed them of their 
cattle and even levied tribute from 
some of the towns. One commune paid 
an annual sum of 10,000 francs in- 
demnity. Romanetti left the inhabi- 
tants undisturbed and even protected 
them against robbers. 

One day Mancini was eaptured. 
Romanetti tortured him over a slo7 
fire and sent the body piecemeal to 
the surviving members of the Man- 
cini family. 

During all this time government 
troops had been hunting for Romar- 
etti, but the expeditions invariably rc- 
turned to France with half their mem- 
bers kidnaped or killed. He always 
eluded them. Once or twice when sur- 
rounded he and his band shot their 
way out. 

At last he was tracked by the Garde 
Mobile to a fair in Ajaccio in 1928 
and was killed in combat in the main 
street of the ancient city opposite the 
house where Bonaparte was born. 

It was then discovered that he had 
been a rich man and that he had sup- 
ported an orphan asylum in Ajaccie, 
in addition to providing monthly doles 
to hundreds of impoverished people. 

At his funeral the French govern- 
ment accorded safe conducts to Ro- 
manetti’s lieutenants on the under- 
standing that hostilities should come 
to a stop with the death of the Capo 
Bancitti. Six lieutenants were pnall- 
bearers, their heads shrouded in white 
hoods of the kind worn by the Fu 
Klux Klan and their bodies wrapped 
in long white garments to escape de- 
tection,

turned to Corsica. Then, a month ago, 
a grandson of Romanetti decided to 
try to regain his prestige over the 
mountain regions.

How did the Kellogg Pact come 


about and who first conceived it? 

This treaty, known in Burope as 
the Pact of Paris, and in Europe and 
|America as the General Pact for the 
| Renunciation of War, was born in the 
i brain of Salmon O. Levinson, a distin- 
‘guished attorney of Chicago. He thus 
;contributed to that outlawing of war 
ito which the pact binds its 50-odd sig- 
/natory powers, 
| Mr. Levinson saw that the first 
‘step to take in securing peace was to 
idelegalize war and he coined the 
phrase “outlawing of war.” He also 
‘induced statesmen such as the late 
'Senator Philander C. Knox, ex-Presi- 
‘dent Coolidge, Senator Borah and ex- 
| Secretary Kellogg to consider the fea- 
‘sibility of declaring war a wolfshead 
i beyond the pale of civilized states. He 
| pursued this clearly defined purpose 
| with indefatigable energy and admi- 
rable discretion. He has lived to see 
‘the child of his mind adopted by man- 
kind and enthusiastically welcomed by 
the long suffering peoples of the 
world. 

Secretary Kellogg advocated Mr. 
Levinson’s proposal and made the his- 
toric avowal that “the government of 
the United States desires to see the 
institution of war abolished.” ‘This 
lis precisely the gist and meaning of 
the past. It does not define war as 
aggressive or defensive, since that is 
highly disputed distinction upon which 
there is no unanimous opinion. It 
abolishes war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy by the voluntary consent 
of these 50-odd nations, 

It further enjoins them to envisage 
peace as the aim of all national and 
diplomate engagements, and to treat 
war as severed from the practice of 
\law-abiding peoples. It provides for 
lchanges in the future relations of 
‘states to be brought about solely by 
pacific means, and as the result of or- 
derly processes. No political instru- 
‘ment yet framed is more conducive 
to national integrity, to the consoli- 
dated peace consciousness of the race, 
jor to the understanding of the Cbhris- 
‘tian attitude toward armed violence. 
| Jt relies upon the moralized intel- 
iligence of the states it protects. It 
| substitutes their achievements tn life’s 
/real values for their military prowess. 
\It places the consentient nations upon 
‘their honor to scrupulously seek peace 
‘and pursue it. It reanimates the en- 
‘deavors of the League of Nations in 
the political field, and of the World 
Court in the judicial field, institutions 
‘which have rendered incomparably the 
i best service to international lawtui- 
‘ness yet known to history. In the 
| memorable words of President Hoover, 
the Pact of Paris is “a proposal te 
the conscience and idealism of man-

kind” and “a supreme law” and “a 
sacred obligation” for the nations 
pledged to its strict observance in let- 
ter and spirit.”

MacArthur Proposes Full 
or Partial Abandonment 
To Aid Economy Move. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—(#)— 
The entire or partial abandonment of 
53 military posts was proposed today 
by General Douglas MacArthur, army 
chief-of-staff, in line with President 
Hoover's economy program. 

Meanwhile, postoffice department 
officials were invited by President 
Hoover to confer with him at the 
Rapidan camp this week-end on pos- 
sible savings in that department.

President Hoover hopes to cut gov- 
ernment expenses to a point that will 
make a tax increase unnecessary. Jie

000 saving next year with additional 
reductions later. All departments will 
come under scrutiny. 

In a memorandum to Secretary 
Hurley, made public by the war de- 
partment, General MacArthur pro- 
posed abandonment of 24 posts and 
partial abandonment of 29 others, the 
total valued at $22,000,000. 
| A formal statement giving the text 
of the general's report said the memo- 
randtm was requested by tne secre- 
tary “in order to clear up misunder- 
standing and doubt with reference to 
abandonment of army posts an: reser- 
vations,” 

Occupied posts cited by the general 
for elimination included Forts Eustis 
and Hunt, Virginia. ; 

General MacArthur said his recom- 
mendation was “influenced by rea- 
sons of military efficiency as well as 
economy.” 

Several of these posts, the general 
said, were of temporary construction 
and if retained would require large 
expenditures to make them habitable. 

“Certain ones have long outlived 
their usefulness,” the general con- 
tinued. “In this connection, it must

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Bomb Peril 
By Woman To Protect Children

NEW ORLEANS, May 20.—(UP) 
A placid, smiling grandmother. told 
tonight how she probably saved the 


lives of her two tiny grandchildren 
and three workers today when a dyna- 
mite bomb was. hurled against the 
fence which divided her back yard 
from a stevedoring firm workhouse 
next door. 

Mrs. Michael Brady, 46, widow of 
an Irish longshoreman, was preparing 
lunch for her family when she heard 
a. dull thud against the back fence. 
On the other side of the fence was a 
workshop. Through the kitchen win- 
dow she saw a newspaper-wrapped 
bundle from which a thin line of 
smoke rose, 

In the back yard her little grand- 
children, Shirley Mae and Althea, 
were playing. On the other side of 
the fence, in the toolhouse, were three 
workers. The neighborhood had been 
torn by labor troubles rising from the 
four-month-old longshoremen's strike. 

“I dropped everything and ran out,” 
Mrs. Brady said. “It was a big bun- 
dle about 12 inches long. There was 
a fuse burning, sticking out of it, se 
I knew it was a bomb. 

“I ran back to the kitchen, calling 
to the children, and filled a bucket 
with water. Then I ran back and 
threw it on the package. 


“The fuse was one of those. water- 
kind,” said Mrs. Brady, “and it 
ept on burning. So I ran back to the 
kitchen and got another bucket of 
water. When I got back the fuse was 
nearly gone. so I picked the package 
up and ene it in the bucket and 
put the bucket in the trough.” 

Then Mrs. Brady, screaming warn- 
ing to neighbors, ran. Before she 
reached the comparative safety of the 
kitchen the murderous package ex- 
ploded. But her courage had saved 
several lives. The waterproof fuse had 
touched off but one of the eight sticks 
of dynamite, and the bucket and 
trough caught most of the force of the 
a oys 

Irs. Brady. her children and granc- 
children about her, waved her work- 
calloused hands in deprecation. 

“It was the Blessed Mother and ot} 
Lord who gave me courage,” she said. 
“I was scared bad, but I couldn't 
stand there and lIet the babies get 
hurt.” 

Police investigating the bombing 
said that had the eight sticks, which 
were tightly wrapped in cloth, explod- 
ed, the entire neighborhood would have 
been wrecked with resultant death to 
many in the district. The hurlers evi- 
dently underestimated the distance and 
tossed the bomb on the Bray's side 
of the fence. 


FARM BANK SYSTEM 
URGED BY BROOKHART 


| WASHINGTON, May 20.—(/)— 
Describing the federal land and in- 
termediate credit banks as “in the 


control of Wall Street representa- 
tives,” Senator Brookhart, republie- 
an, Iowa, suggested today that farm- 
ers be allowed to establish a banking 
system of their own. 


Such a move, he said in an address 
over the National Broadcasting sys- 
tem, would lay the foundation for 
success of efforts to bring agriculture 
out of the depression, “‘an established 
institution since 1920.” 
. The board which now controls the 
federal land and intermediate credit 
banks, Brookhart asserted, should be 
abolished and the institutions turned 
over to the farm board. Then the lat- 
ter should be authorized to develop a 
complete co-operative banking system, 
he added. 

“When this is organized and devel- 
‘oped, it would supplement the neces- 
sity for government woney and en- 
able the farmers to finance their own 
co-operative propositions,” Broekhart 
‘said. “At present they have no per- 
'mission even to organize such A &ys- 
tem under cither the laws of the 
states or the United States. The big 
financial interests have watched these 
laws and kept all such authority from 
them,” 

Hie blamed the (federal reserve 
board for having done “more to bring 
| about the agricultural depression than 


all other causes combined,” and said 
if the farm board “does not want to 
be abolished” it should back legisla- 
tion for an “efficient and nationwide 
co-operative banking system.” 

The simpliest way to establish the 
system, he said, would be to amend 
the intermediate credit act and change 
that bank mto a national co-operative 
reserve bank with all the powers of 
the federal reserve bank, including the 
power to issue co-operative reserve 
notes as currency upon the same se- 
curity as the federal reserve bank it- 
self.” 

“As our banking system is now con- 
| trolled,” Brookhart contended, “even 
‘the surplus credit and deposits of the 
farmers themselves are sent away fo 
New York to be loaned to brokers in 
stock gambling at a lew rate of inter- 
est, as low as 1 per cent, while larm- 
ers must pay from 6 to 12 per cent 
for loans to produce the food of life 
itself,”

PEOPLE WHO VISIT radio stu- 
dios find themselves in strange glass 
houses. Virtually all studios § are 
glassed-in affairs, enabling visitors in 
the auditoriums of the broadcasting 
headquarters to see those who are be- 
fore the microphone. In fact, when a 
fellow is before the mike he has all the 
privacy of a goldfish. 

Sometimes this is rather awkward, 
because some particular visitor is ob- 
sessed with the idea that he is a quite 
funny personality; and to show it he 
will press his nose against the studio 
plateglass and grin or make money- 
shine gestures to the broadcaster. Per- 
sonally, I haven't experienced any of 
this distraction, but I have witnessed 
it while others were before the mike. 

Probably the greatest annoy- 
ance to a broadcaster is to have 
some stranger walk into the stu- 
dio while he is broadcasting. It 
must take a colossal nerve to in- 
trude in this manner. Once three 
otherwise very pleasant women 
showed distinct signs of remaining 
in the studio as it was being 
cleared for my nightly broadcast. 

I got nervous. Women make me 

that way, anyhow, if they adopt 

an attentive attitude; so I cough- 
ed, asked them if they wouldn't 
mind—etc., ete. 


“BUT WE WANTED to stay in 
and listen, one of them warbled. I 
ase the word advisedly. She warbled. 

“It sounds much better coming 
through the cone in the auditorium,” I 
suggested, 

“But we want to see how you look 
when you talk,” another said. 

“] look pretty awful,” I said. “But 
you can see through the windows.” 

The first woman didn’t take it light- 
ly. “Well, I never!” she sniffed. “'! 
thought we could stay in and see first- 
hand if we came up to the studio, 
That's really why we came.” 

It was difficult to keep from offer- 
ing to do coin tricks or card magie for 
them—after the broadceast— because 
really, they seemed so put out. But 
I'm afraid of women in a_s studio. 
Sometimes they giggle. You know. 


Other visitors at radio studios 
express curiosity over the sign 
language empleyed by announcers 
and production men. A system of 
signals employing the use oi arms 
and hands has been devised for 
convenience, speed, silence and ac- 
curacy. These signals usually are 
made through the double-plate ob- 
servation window of the control 
room which adjoins each studio.

finger across his throat—a gesture 
seeming to signify an open razor and 
a desire to end it all—he should know 
that it is to inform 
in the studio that the current which 
actuates the microphone’ has _ been 
‘out.’ When the production man 
holds his index finger against his 
nose, there really is nothing wrong 
with his olfactory organ. It is only 
to indicate that the broadcast is being 
terminated “on the nose,” or, to the 
layman, precisely on time. 


As the microphone is about to 
“take the air,” the production of- 
ficial stands with one arm raised 
overhead. In his other hand is the 
indispensable stop-watch, and, as 
the second hand hits the minute, 
down comes the arm, and they're 
off—in other words the program 
is on the air, 

WHEN THE PERFORMER wan- 
ders a bit too far from the microphone 
the alert production head attempts to 
remedy the situation by holding one 
hand stationary and drawing the other 
slowly toward it. If the artist fails to 
notice the signal there is always soime- 
one on tap to tap the far-away-one on 
the shouldér and direct him to the 


‘proper position. The drawing away of 


one hand from the other is used in 
case the performer is too close to the 
“mike.” 

As the allotted time of a broadcast 
dwindles to but thirty seconds, the 
production man hokls one hand with 
two fingers at right angles to 
cate the remaining time. 
enables the artists or orchestra, as 
the case may be, either to lengthen or 
rush their parts so the broadcast may 
finish “on the nose.” 


Describing swift circles with the 
hand denotes the necessity of ac- 
celerating the orchestra's tempo. 
The holding of both hands flat 
and moving them to and fro slow- 
ly is the signal for the orchestra 
to fade out gradually, either for a 
station break or announcement. 
Forming an X with the arms and 
swerving the hands rapidly back 
and forth is the high-sign for a 
swift fadeout. 


BEFORE A NEW production man 
at the Columbia studios is assigned to 
his first program he must undergo 
thorough training in the sign language 
of the studios, for one error in a signal 
might prove disastrous to a carefully- 
prepared and costly program.

President Hoover and Judge Huber 
will share honors tomorrow night at 
the banquet table where 800 notables 
will dine. They will divide time on a 
broadcast to be carried by both Na- 
tional and Columbia systems. 

Mrs. Hoover also will attend. Eight

diplomatic representatives will be 
numbered among the guests.
